They’d have to compete price-wise with 
tuition- free state colleges— but seeing how 
Harvard’s $36 billion endowment is larger 
than half the economies of the world, some- 
thing tells me they’d be just fine.

Charlie Hebdo’s new issue will be hard to find

In the wake of last week’s deadly shooting at the offices of Char- 
lie Hebdo, a French satirical newspaper, booksellers in Chicago 
and elsewhere in the U.S. are scrambling to try to stock the first 
issue to be published since the tragedy 

The newspaper, which normally has a circulation of about 
60,000, according to USA Today published a print run of 3 mil- 
lion copies Wednesday one week to the day after the assault by 
two masked gunmen that killed 12 people, including much of 
the weekly’s editorial staff and two police officers. 

Some survivors of that assault helped produce the new issue, 
which will be almost impossible to find in the Chicago area, if 
not the rest of the U.S. 

Several bookstores around Chicago have received calls from 
customers looking to purchase the newspaper, but employees 
at all of the eight bookstores RedEye reached out to this week 
have not been able to secure a distributor, and said they don’t 
normally carry Charlie Hebdo. The Evanston- and Portgage 
Park-based City Newsstand has been working with a Canadian 
distributor to get the latest issue, according to managers. 

City Newsstand last carried it in 2007, said Eric Ismond, a 
manager, until they were no longer able to find a U.S. distributor 
for it. ‘A lot of people” have been asking about the newspaper, 
according to Mark Panetti, an associate with the newsstand.

asking if they will have the issue, according to Cheryl Harris, 
an assistant manager at the bookstore, which is operated by the 
nearby Seminary Co-op Bookstore. 

“We tried, but we can’t get a hold of it,” she said. 


At least one Canada-based international magazine distribu- 
tor has received “hundreds” of phone calls from book and maga- 
zine sellers in the U.S. trying to stock the magazine, according 
to Martin McEwen, the executive vice president of press distri- 
bution for LMPI, an international magazine distributor. LMPI 
typically distributes Charlies Hebdo in Canada, but not in the 
US., where demand for it is typically low, he said. 

But demand has changed in the wake of the tragedy which 
prompted people around the world to adopt the phrase “I am 
Charlie Hebdo,” in various languages, as a show of solidarity 
with the journalists who died. 

“I can’t even count the number of calls we’ve received from 
independent sellers on up to major chains. We’ve had calls from 
groceries chains in the Northeast and Midwest who probably 
haven’t touched a Erench magazine before,” McEwen said in a 
phone interview with RedEye. “One independent bookseller 
association has put out a message to members saying we are the 
people to contact about this.” 

The magazine could arrive in some major stores in the U.S. 
for sale as early as Eriday McEwen said. In Chicago, he said the 
place that would be most likely to have it first would be City 
Newsstand. LMPI is distributing about 300 copies to the U.S. 
total this week, and is planning a second order several times 
larger than that for the middle of next week, McEwen said.

Bulls guard Is a household 
name now— just ask Kobe

Jimmy Butler’s all grown up. 

At least in the NBA sense. 

In just four years, the 25-year-old Marquette prod- 
uct went from being the 30th pick in the 2011 NBA 
Draft and barely playing as a rookie to suddenly being 
considered as the best player on the Bulls roster while 
being thrust into this year’s MVP conversation. 

His performance has made the Bulls a champion- 
ship contender and earned him the respect of his 
coaches, teammates and peers. 

“I’m very proud of Jimmy” Derrick Rose told 
RedEye. “The way that he’s been playing. I’m glad 
that he’s been able to stay focused and not let all the 
talk about how good he’s been get to his head.” 

L.A. Lakers star Kobe Bryant knows a thing or 
two about what it takes to play shooting guard in 
the NBA. He also respects players who work hard 
at perfecting their craft. 

“We were playing here in Chicago and I came out 
early to shoot, and I remember he was out there work- 
ing hard before anybody else got on the court,” Bryant 
recalled of his first matchup against Butler in 2013. 

Butler more than held his own that night, forcing 
Bryant into a 7-for-22 shooting in a 95-83 BuUs victo- 
ry In the locker room after the game, several of But- 
ler’s teammates jokingly called him “The Kobe Stop- 
per.” However, that outing seemed to serve as proof 
that he was destined to have a future in this league. 

“Looking at the way he’s playing now, it’s clear 
that he’s been working hard,” Bryant said. “He’s 
playing extremely well. It’s not an accident. It’s not 
a hot streak. He’s expanded his game.” 

With an already well-earned reputation for being 
a tireless defender, Butler’s improved scoring abil- 


ity— particularly from outside— has caught a 
lot of people’s attention. 

“I look up to Kobe in so many ways,” But- 
ler said. “Not only because of how great of a 
basketball player he is but what he did to get 
there. How hard he worked, his approach to 
the game and his respect for the game. I think 
things like that carry over in people’s eyes, and 
that’s what I try to do.” 

Already on the verge of making his first All-Star 
game, Butler is also in the running for this year’s 
Most Improved Player award. As for the MVP race, 
he’s facing stiff competition in Golden State’s Ste- 
phen Curry and Houston’s James Harden. 

However, being in the conversation is an achieve- 
ment in itself 

“I know he won’t get many MVP votes, but who’s 
been playing better than him?” ESPN NBA analyst 
Michael Wilbon asked rhetorically “Jimmy But- 
ler was already an important part of this team. Of 
course Derrick Rose still makes the Bulls go and 
Joakim Noah is the heart and soul. But in terms of 
value, Jimmy is right there with both of those guys.” 

Butler is quick to downplay talk of his individual 
play preferring instead to deflect attention to the 
team. He said going to New York and representing 
the Bulls in the All-Star Game would be an honor. 
He added that Bulls fans screaming “MVP!” while 
he’s at the free-throwline is flattering, but also funny 

While he appreciates the respect he’s garnered in 
Chicago and around the league, there’s still only one 
thing on his mind. 

“Going to the All-Star game would be great. Win- 
ning MVP? Who knows? But ‘NBA champion’ is 
something I’d rather hear our fans screaming about,” 
Butler said. “I’m trying to play deep into the summer, 
man. I want that ring. That’s all I’m focused on.”

Festival comes 
to life

When people think of puppets, the crass, 
stringed characters from “Team America: 
World Police” may spring to mind, or the fa- 
miliar felt faces of “Sesame Street” perhaps. 
Layered drawings manipulated live on over- 
head projectors or an electroacoustic sound 
show created with salvaged gadgets? Not so 
much. And yet, both acts are on the docket 
for the Chicago International Puppet The- 
ater Festival, starting this week, two of many 
examples of the surprising artistic scope at- 
tendees can expect at the inaugural event. 


The i2-day festival kicks off Wednesday, 
two years after Blair Thomas of Chicago 
puppet theater company Blair Thomas & Co. 
put wheels into motion to bring acts from 
around the world to Chicago— and showcase 
the puppetry community already thriving 
in a city better known for its dramatic plays 
and comedy “There’s a really sophisticated 
dialogue of theater in Chicago, so I think this 
will be a rich addition to it,” Thomas said. 

Aside from redefining puppetry for audi- 
ences as its own medium, Thomas and other 
fest creators hope the more than 50 shows 


being presented city-wide will help widen the 
lens with which most people view puppets 
and puppeteers. 

“Most everybody has the innate ability to 
look at an object and assign a character and 
life to it. We all do it as kids and I think that 
some people just continue to do it,” said Mike 
Oleon, a puppeteer with Chicago’s Rough 
House theater company “People think mari- 
onettes, or they think Muppets and they 
think kids’ shows, and it’s a lot broader than 
that.”

shows and adult fare; satire, adventure stories 
and dark, thought-provoking themes; as well 
as a symposium for puppeteers to exchange 
ideas with scholars in various fields. Oleon 
and puppeteer Taylor Bibat are curating “Nas- 
ty, Brutish & Short Presents ... ,” an eight- 
night festival within the festival (Jan. 17-24) 
highlighting the work of Chicago-based 
or -bred puppeteers. New York’s David Com- 
mander will offer social commentary with his 
Modern Toy Theater at the Neo-Futurarium, 
using action figures and other toys to skewer 
materialism and foodie culture. 

“I like that it recontextualizes something 
that we’re familiar with, something that’s 
iconic, like an action figure,” Commander 
said. ‘A lot of these toys I’ve actually had 
since childhood. I’m not really doing any- 
thing different than what I was doing when 
I was five years old playing with these toys; 
now I’m just doing it on stage.” 

If the festival goes well, Thomas and other 
officials plan to expand its reach in years to 
come, inviting other Chicago performers to 
join and possibly incorporating school tours 
and additional museum events. 

“If you haven’t experienced a piece of 
contemporary puppet theater, you will walk 
away being able to say, T’ve never seen any- 
thing like that before in my life,’ because 
what is happening in the field is astounding 
and it’s not replicable in our popular media 
like television, film or the Internet,” Thomas 
said. “It’s something you have to be present 
to experience.”

There are restaurants, and then there are 
respites. It’s tough to say whether Baker 
Miller, a newish Lincoln Square shop from 
the former Bang Bang Pie Shop partners 
Dave and Megan Miller is a restaurant. They 
bill it as a bakery and millhouse, but there 
are no glass cases showcasing pies, cakes and 
pastries— though they do sell those things 
via a chalkboard menu and a utilitarian metal 
rack tucked behind the counter. There’s a 
restaurant-like brunch offering hearty bacon, 
sausage, oatmeal and savory tarts. There 
are brews worthy of the most discerning 
coffeehouse (from Sparrow Coffee Roastery 
in the West Loop) and a butter and jam bar 
featuring spiced maple butter and riesling 
jam to slather on slices of the daily baked 
bread offering ($3.95). 

Whatever Baker Miller is, the one thing 
I can say for sure is it is most definitely a 
respite. The only way I can seem to get warm 
right now is thinking of my recent visit there, 
when the kitchen heat left clouds of steamy 
condensation on the glass windows and the 
conviviality of Lincoln Square lawyers and 
Logan Square literati mingling over thick 
icing-swirled cinnamon rolls ($3.25) truly 
warmed me from the inside out. 

The food also does its part in keeping one 
stoked, none more than Baker Miller’s grits 
($9.50). One of my kitchen staples, after salt 
and pepper, are Anson Mills artisanal grits, 
often thought to be the best in the coun- 
try. But Baker Miller’s are creamier with a 
contrasting finishing bite. “We don’t treat 


them [with alkali], which rumovus pn>tui n 
and makes them brittle arid di y’' t Miller 
said. “Also, we don’t sift tlirf^in. A Uir cif puopLe 
sift out the finer particles uhni gi □tding:. but 
I found those super-fine pnnicles Um 3 thu 
creaminess.”

It kind of 
boggled my mind. I realized no one was really 
eating grits on the North Side of [Chicago], so 
I made it my mission to bring that here.”
